Andover Celebrities Receive Guests of 
Andover Historical Society. Prizes 
Awarded for Interesting Costumes. 


Samuel F. Smith, author of “ America,” 
and Harriet Beecher Stowe of “Uncle Tom’s 
Cabin” fame, together with a gentleman and 
lady of colonial times received the guests at 
the third annual Washington Ball of the 
Andover Historical society held in the Town 
hall Tuesday evening.

A 
arge portrait of the Father of his country 
hung on the wall behind this interesting 
group and the flags of state and nation 
grouped on either side, completed the 
tableaux.

While 
the clams were steaming, Lawrence V. Roth 
was called upon to entertain and William 
Odlin told of the beginnings of fire depart- 
ments in ancient Rome. 

The first of the after-dinner speakers was 
Frank L. Brigham of the Merrimack In- 
surance ay ee He congratulated Ando- 
ver on the fact that the percentage of fire- 
loss was decreasing in Andover thanks to its 
efficient fire department but urged everyone 
to enlist for fire prevention, doing his part to 
prevent fires, a large proportion of which are 
due to carelessness. The need for this was 
made pointed by the statement that forty- 
one persons in the United States lost their 
lives by fire each day, that five schoolhouses 
were destroyed every twenty-four hours and 
by giving other figures showing the appalling 
loss by this destructive force.

‘This sum 
would be the amount needed for said increase 
this year; it would commit the Town to an 
expenditure of $3000. next year over what it 
is now. 


It is very apparent that any recommenda- 
tion for increase in the salaries of one de- 
partment (the justice of which alone might be 
easy to determine) means that there will bea 
general application therefor from other town 
departments, and thus is raised a problem 
of considerable magnitude.

Heaviest Snow Storm of the Season 


A few light flakes of snow sifting down just 
before midnight presaged a blizzard which 
lasted all day Saturday and, with a few 
hours respite Saturday evening, kept busily 
at it all day Sunday, leaving a blanket of 
snow more than a foot and a half deep and 
driven by the northeast gale into deep drifts 
in exposed places. According to the Essex 
company in Lawrence, the snowfall from 
Friday night to Sunday night was 22 inches. 

It will cost the town of Andover $2000 to 
clear the roads of this record snowfall. 

On Sunday and Monday twelve trucks 
with five horse-drawn sleds and eighty-five 
extra men labored incessantly in all parts of 
the town. Due to the vagaries of the wind, 
drifts were piled up where drifts had never piled 
before. By Tuesday, such progress had been 
made that the number of extra men was re- 
duced to ten, and these, with the eight regular 
men employed by the department, have con- 
tinued the work, aided by nature anda thaw- 
ing temperature. 

Eight teams and three trucks have been 
used to carry away the snow from the busi- 
ness section,

Mr. O'Connell said that Gabriel’s 
horn might be more musical but it certainly 
was no louder, Chief Emerson said that 
Andover’s alarm compared favorably in vol- 
ume with that of North Andover and Methu- 
en and that the cost of reducing the ringing 
of four rounds would be prohibitive. 


Frank H. Hardy, chairman of the Board of 
Selectmen expressed his pleasure at being 
present and spoke of fire-fighting as one of the 
manifestations of the instinct of self-preser- 
vation in one of its more generous forms, 
since it helped not only to preserve the lives 
of others but also the community. 

Mayor Walter T. Rochefort was given an 
ovation as he rose to speak after a panegyric 
delivered by Toastmaster Todd. ‘the mayor 
alluded felicitously to the cordial cooperation 
existing between the Lawrence and Andover 
fire departments, acknowledging the city’s 
indebtedness to this town on numerous 
occasions. Although he said Lawrence en- 
joyed using the Andover fire department, he 
had no serious thoughts of annexation. He 
then spoke at some length on the problems of 
government which Andover and Lawrence 
had in common and which would doubtless be 
settled at the Town meeting which he under- 
stood “John Traynor had called for next 
week.” He expressed his disapproval of the 
movement for raising the school age since he 
doubted the value of the scattered form of 
education afforded by continuation schools 
while it greatly increased the burden of taxa- 
tion. Children with mentality unequal to the 
more advanced education slow down class 
work and themselves acquire habits of lazi- 
ness. He thought that they would much 
better be at work, He also laid a large mea- 
sure of increased taxes to automobiles with 
demands for good roads, and snow removal, 
the necessarily larger number of traffic officers 
traffic signals, and civil suits entailed by 
automobile accidents,

Selectman Charles Bowman was un- 
fortunately prevented from being present by 
illness. Selectman Andrew McTernen who 
was included in the list of speakers heartily 
endorsed the purchase of the new pump as 
asked for in the Town warrant and the send- 
ing of the chemical and hosewagon to Ballard- 
vale.

South Church Music and Musicians 


In the parlor of the South Church, there 
hangs a bass viol said to have belonged to 
Herman Abbott, and to have Been played 
by him in the service of the old meeting 
house. 

My grandfather, James Abbott, and my 
grandmother, Mary Abbott, were very fond 
of music so in their time the choir rehearsals 
were generally held at the Old Abbot Home- 
stead. Miss Hannah Whittier often told 
about coming down, and calling on the way 
for Daniel P. Abbott. He was never ready 
and when she tried to hurry him, he would 
say, “We shall get out as soon as any of 

em. 


My father said he belonged to the choir, 
because he had horses, and could take 
people about to the different houses for the 
choir rehearsal. 

As a tiny child, I remember his taking me 
upon his knee before the open fire, and with 
the large, oblong, light colored Psalm Book 
in his hand, he would sing one of those old 
tunes. As I remember it was a rather awe- 
some experience. 

Miss Laura Chandler tells me that her 
father, Ralph Holbrook Chandler, and Deacon 
Abmham Gould together led the choir at one 
time and neither of them knew a note! She 
said her father had a fine tenor voice and all 
the family sang, but none of them by note. 

My personal recollection goes no further 
back than Deacon Albert Abbott’s regime. 

I can see him now with his black skull cap, 
as seated in the second pew of the left centre 
aisle, with the rest of the family they started 
the hymns of the communion service, before 
we were led by the organ. His voice was 
bass, his sweet-faced wife lead the soprano, 
his daughter Lilla played the organ, Sarah, 
Mrs. Sherrill, sang, and later the youngest 
daughter, Lucia, now Mrs. Thompson. 

Miss Addy Taylor, now Mrs. Selah Merrill, 
headed the altos. I have been told that 
David Hidden saw that Miss Taylor got 
safely to the Choir meeting and home again. 

I presume this was to reciprocate for Dea- 
con Taylor’s interest in Miss Mary Hidden 
which led some bright Andoverian to pro- 

und this conundrum, “Why is Deacon 
Taylor like a California Miner?” “Over the 
hills and far away’seeking Hidden treasure.” 

Miss Taylor’s brother Eddie used to come 
with Humphrey Grout, who was dismissed 
from the South Church in 1866 to go to 
India, He was a son of the famous Mission- 
ary family by the name of Grout. 

Miss Frances Chandler and Miss Laura, a 
Miss Carrie Robinson, Mr. and Mrs. George 
L. Davis of North Andover, Mr. and Mrs. 
M. C. Andrews, Edward Carter and Abby 
Carter (both blind), Clara Chandler, Ada 
Chandler, Hannah Frank Abbott, sister of 
Charlotte Helen, Daniel P. Abbott, Sylvester 
Abbott, William Abbott, Henry Goff, Daniel 
Cummings Carlton Upton and John H. 
Dean were other singers. 

One of these men, when he essayed to sing 
pursed his mouth into the roundest O imagin- 
able but no one lives who ever heard any 
sound toa 

Like the proverbial choir, this one giggled 
and whispered between tunes, and Deacon 
Abbott had to say, “Now stop talking and 
laughing and pay attention.” 

For short periods the South Church organ 
was played by Mrs. Lizzie Cummings 
Drinkwater, Mrs. Maria Stork, sister of Miss 
Ellis, and Miss Margaret Blanchard. Miss 
Blanchard’s niece does not remember any 
thing about her aunt’s playing the organ, but 
she does recall that Miss Abby Carter used 
to put her hands on her aunt and say, 
“what a pretty dress you've got on!” or, 
“How nice you look!” It made a great 
impression on Ida Abbott, that a blind per- 
son spoke as though she saw. 

James R. Murray, familiarly known as 
Jimmy Murray, was our organist for one of 
the longest periods. For most of the time, 
we had a chorus choir made up of the young 

ple of the church, Lissie Upton, Mattie 
pton, Emma Barnard, Kate P. Jenkins, 

Henry Pearson, Bert Towle, Annie Towle, 
Fred Andrews, Charlotte Helen Abbott, 
Elizabeth Punchard Abbott, Herbert Bow- 
ers, Lillie Hale, Hattie Erving, Daniel Cum- 
mings and Luella Cummings, Carlton Upton, 
Mary Woodbridge, and Kate Terhune. 

Charlotte Helen Abbott was in the habit 
of convulsing this choir. She would rush in 
late, out of breath, with some funny ex- 
perience that had happened to her in petting 
ready, or on the way to the church, and 
rattle it off in her characteristic style. 

A quartette consisting of Mrs. Albert 
Manning, soprano, Mrs. Joseph Foster, alto, 
Mr. Foster bass, and Mr. John H. Chandler, 
tenor, led this chorus choir and for a time Mr. 
Foster directed it. I remember that Mrs. 
Manning and Mr. Foster frequently sang 
“Refuge,” one of the arrangements for tenor 
and alto of “ Jesus, Lover of my Soul.” 

When Mr, Pratt came from the Mystic 
Church in Medford, he had the unenviable 
task of re-organizing the choir, 

Mr. David Shaw was our organist for 
twenty years; Mr. and Mrs. Bacon tenor 
and soprano, Mrs. Charles Gilbert, whose 
voice was like a sweet-toned bell, alto, and 
Mr. Pratt. In the interest of the South 
Church, Mr. Pratt drove over to West 
Parish to bring the Bacons to the choir re- 
hearsal. One memorable night the gates 
at the railroad crossing descended on the top 
of the carryall, but the gate-tender raised 
them just in time for them to get off the 
tracks. 

The quartette was increased to a double 
quartette with these singers: Mrs. Bacon and 
Miss Nellie Burnham, sopranos; Mrs. Gilbert 
and Miss Lizzie Tyler, altos; Dr, Gilbert and 
Mr. Bacon, tenors, and Mr. Pratt and Mr. 
George Tyler, bass. Mr. Tyler often played 
for us on his flute. Then we had a quartette 
with Dr. and Mrs. Gilbert, Mr. Pratt and 
Mrs. Higbee for SODERI Those of us who 
remember Mrs. Higbee, recall that she threw 
her head a good deal as she sang. One 
Sunday morning in the anthem, she sang her 
bonnet off, and it is said that Miss McKeen 
laughed. Mr, Blair said that everyone 
thought it must be something legitimate to 
laugh at. a % 

It was in the regime of this choir that 
electricity was introduced into the South 
Church, On the evening when it was to be 
tried out and many pecple from the other 
churches were on hand to see this new thing, 
at the moment of opening the dedication ser- 
vice, the lights refused to shine, and the 
church was in total darkness. Ushers 
carrying lanterns showed people their seats, 
and the grotesque shadows cast on the walls 
convulsed the choir, and those in the galleries, 
After a few exciting moments for the elec- 
trician, the lights came on again, and the 
choir sang, ‘‘Arise, shine, for thy light 
is come!” 

Mr, Shaw was married during his term of 
service and the first time he played after his 
return from his wedding trip, Mr. Blair said 
the choir ought to have sung, “Lord, Re- 
member David.” I can see the twinkle in 
Mr, Blair's eye as he said this, 

Mr. Shaw tells me that as he came down 
the gallery stairs, the last Sunday he played 
for us as organist, he looked at his watch and 
said, “My watch has stopped.” He still

For singing schools Miss Chandler sa 
she went to one held in the Town Hall She 
does not remember the name of the teacher 
but he drilled and drilled them on“ Dundee, ” 
the last line of which is “And Patience for 
thine own.” In one of his classes he had a 

ung man whose sweetheart’s name was 
Patience so the singing school felt obliged to 
smile and look wise, when they sang ‘And 
Patience for thine own.” 

Miss Chandler remembers a singing school 
held in the meeting house and also walking 
down from the farm, now owned by Mr. 
Burton, to the vestry of the old meeting 
house, to practise pieces under the direction 
of Miss lannah Whittier for the Sunday 
School concert, held the second Sunday of the 
month, She also s s of a large convention 
held in the South Meeting house, where 
Lowell Mason drilled them in singing, and 
then they had to sing first by note! 

I remember two singing schools led by a 
Mr. Baker of Lowell. 

Mr. George Ripley once said to me that 
Andover had, never produced a noted singer. 

When Mr. Ripley was our Sunday School 
Superintendent, he was much interested in 
our having a chance to learn to sing, possibly 
in the hope that an incipient prima donna 
might be discovered, and it was largely 
through his generosity that we had the sing- 
ing schools. 

We also had a Choral Society for two suc- 
cessive winters led by S. B. Whitney of the 
Church of the Advent, Boston.

A Blind Musician 


One hesitates to try to contribute any- 
thing of value to the musical (or musician’s) 
evening of the Andover Historical Society, 
although some of the older members may 
still remember the subject of the following 
sketch: Miss Abigail B. Carter, always 
called “Abby,” for short, who passed away 
in the spring of 1875, after fifty years of 
faithful service in the varied interests per- 
taining to music. 

In a very marked providence of God, at 
the age of eight years, she, and her sister 
Sophia, two years younger, became two of 
the first four children with which Dr. Samuel 
G. Howe, and Dr. John D. Fisher, the latter 
an Englishman of repute, started the now 
world renowned “Perkins Institute for the 
Blind.” 

Dr. Howe’s first meeting with the Carter 
children is told in his own words as follows: 


In the year 1832, while inquiring for blind 
children suitable for instruction in our 
projected school, I heard of a family in 
Andover in which there were several such, 
and immediately drove out thither with my 
friend and co-worker, Dr. John D. Fisher. 
As we approached the tollhouse and halted 
to pay the toll, I saw by the roadside two 
pretty little girls, one about six, the other 
about eight years old, tidily dressed, and 
standing, hand in hand, by the old tollhouse. 
They had come from their home near-by, 
doubtless to listen, as was their wont, to 
gossip between the toll-gatherer and the 
passers-by. 

On Bovine more closely, I saw that they 
were both totally blind. It was a touching 
and interesting scene, that of two pretty, 
graceful, attractive little girls, standing hand 
in hand, and although evidently blind, with 
uplifted faces and listening ears, as if brought 
providentially to meet messengers sent of 
God to deliver them out of darkness. It 
would indeed be hard to find, among a 
thousand children, two better adapted, 
irrespective of their blindness, for the purpose 
of commencing our experiment. 

They were shy of us at first, but we gained 
their confidence with some difficulty, after 
which they led the way to their home in a 
neighboring farmhouse. They were two of a 
numerous family, the parents of which were 
substantial, respectable ple, and partic- 
ularly good samples of the : arming class of 
New England. The mother was especially 
intelligent and devoted to her children, and 
much concerned about the barrier which 
blindness placed in the way of educating the 
five who were blind. She was much in- 
terested in the novel plan for educating the 
blind which we explained to her. She had 
never thought of instructing children through 
any sense but that of sight, but she soon saw 
the practicability of the thing, and being 
satisfied about our honesty, she consented, 
with joy and hope, to our proposition of 
beginning with her two girls, Abby and 
Sophia Carter. In a few days they were 
brought to Boston and received into my 
father’s house, as the first pupils of the first 
American school for the blind. 


In the course of study music held a prom- 
inent place and appealed very strongly to 
the ears and heart of the eager little Abby. 
One very great privilege was going to the 
best Music Hall concerts, tickets being given 
to the Institution pupils. Handel’s Messiah 
oratorio, was her greatest delight. 

At the age of seventeen years, having 
completed the very full course of study — 
including music —she returned home pre- 
pared to teach, but saw not how she could 
procure a piano with which to begin her 
work, 

The ladies of the South Church, of which 
her mother was a member (and she later on) 
interested themselves in her behalf and the 
result was that she was overjoyed by receiv- 
ing the gift of a nice new piano, which sent 
her on her way rejoicing! This was in 1848, or 
9 and from then on to the end of her life her 
time, and never failing energy, were devoted 
to teaching the piano, mostly to children, 
with vocal music interspersed. 

She had committed to memory a large 
store of stirring children’s songs, and had 
enthusiastic classes composed of children 
from the Professors’ families on the Hill, 

Their affection for her was such that they 
asked the privilege of erecting to her mem- 
ory the stone which marks her resting place, 
a tribute suggested by the late Miss Agnes 
Park. 

She taught music in Abbot Academy, 
when Asa Farwell was principal — not much 
like the Abbot of these days! 

She taught singing in both the Grammar 
and High Schools, 

She had evening classes, which now would 
be called “the old-fashioned singing school,” 
but the church music, including anthems, 
was a refining influence needed in these latter 
jazzy days. 

Near the close of her life she paid this 
tribute to the value of the sense of hearing — 
“Were I asked to choose between seeing and 
hearing, I should choose hearing!” (Not so, 
her sister Sophia.) Her life was one long suc- 
cessful struggle with adverse conditions and

On Improving the Playstead 


The engineers for the improvements 
desired at the playstead have drawn up 
their report, outlining their recom- 
mendations and giving an estimate of 
the cost involved. These recommenda- 
tions have been made part of the Town 
Warrant, and the article asking for an 
appropriation of $15,000 has already 
met the approval of the Finance Com- 
mittee. 

The Townsman, although aware of 
the rather depressed industrial condi- 
tions in Andover, and as desirous as 
anyone for a reasonably low tax rate, is 
nevertheless in favor of carrying out 
these plans. The sum involved is large, 
to be sure, but if it can give us some 
serviceable equipment so that we can 
start enjoying the use of money already 
spent there, it will be worth while. The 
present appropriation will be in the 
nature of a climax, bringing to a finish 
and placing at the disposal of the public 
improvements already effected but not 
as yet serviceable, such as a running 
track, baseball field and bleachers, and 
tennis courts, and a new approach which 
will greatly enhance the attractiveness 
of the place. 

Without expecting that this should 
be the last expenditure at the playstead, 
it can be said that if this is the last big 
undertaking, it should receive the en- 
dorsement of Andover citizens. With 
this outlay we can begin to reap the 
benefit of many other dollars spent 
there in the past. Let us go ahead with 
the project without delay.

Text of Bill Which Didn’t Come to a 
Hearing 


The text for House Bill No, 990 which was 
to have been introduced yesterday by 
Representative Jordan of Lawrence, relative 
to the widening of North Main street and 
which was killed by Selectman Frank H. 
Hardy before it came to a hearing before the 
Legislature is as follows: 

An Act providing for the Reconstruction and 
Widening during Nineteen Hundred and 
Twenty-Seven of a Section of North Main 
Street in the Town of Andover in the 
Interests of the Safety of the Public. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives in General Court assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows: 

The department of public works is 
hereby authorized and directed to re- 
construct and widen that section of 

North Main street, Andover, between 

and including Stimpson’s bridge, so 

called, replacing the present wooden 
railroad bridge with a wider bridge of 
modern construction, the cost of the 
highway reconstruction and widening 
to be paid by the public works depart- 
ment which in turn is hereby authorized 
and directed to apportion one third 
of the cost of the reconstruction and 
widening of the highway to the town 
of Andover, one third to the county 
of Essex and one third to the common- 
wealth of Massachusetts. The cost of 
the overhead railroad bridge shall be 
equitably apportioned between the 
state of Massachusetts, the county of 

Essex, the town of Andover, the Boston 

and Maine Railroad and the Eastern 

Massachusetts Street Railway Com- 

yany. The cost of widening Stimpson’s 
eee shall be equitably apportioned 
between the state of Massachusetts, the 
county of Essex, the town of Andover 
and the Eastern Massachusetts Street 

Railway Company. ‘The work of re- 

constructing and widening is hereby 

directed to be included in the nineteen 
hundred and twenty-seven program of 
the public works department.

the elements entering into it and in light of 
all knowledge that can be secured. But it is 
a question in our minds whether a Finance 
Committee, which necessarily must have in 
mind the barometer readings of the tax rate 
(increasingly important in these times of 
threatened industrial cessations) should in 
justice to the employees be the committee to 
make such investigation. 

We feel that a complete survey of Town 
salaries should be made at this time. We 
therefore recommend the appointment by the 
Moderator of a committee of five citizens 
who shall make a complete and thorough 
survey of the salaries of our employees and 
report their finding to the Finance Committee 
Le January 1st, 1928, or as soon as com- 
pleted.
